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What is VO-ED? This is a 
typical question at Harbor High 
School, for many students are 
unaware of the vocational ed- 
ucation that is available to 
them. The Ashtabula County 
Joint Vocational School, locat- 
ed in Jefferson, is host to those 
students who have predeter- 
mined a career. Instead of re- 
maining at Harbor for four 
years, these students attend 
the VO-ED school for two 
years, whereupon they gain 
the knowledge and skills nec- 
essary to attain their chosen 
profession. 

Any junior or senior who has 
fulfilled the requirements 
mandated by the state of Ohio 
may enroll in the VO-ED school. 
Not only does the VO-ED pro- 
vide training for careers, but 
also it offers courses like Eng- 
lish, American history, and 
government to ensure that 
every student present may ful- 
fill all state requirements. 

The VO-ED represents an 
array of careers including: au- 
to-mechanics, business, car- 


pentry, cosmotology, food 
service, and nursing. A great 
number of students who 
choose to attend the VO-ED 
are immediately placed in jobs 
upon graduation. Some fur- 
ther their skills by enrolling in 
a junior college. Whatever 
choice they make, VO-ED stu- 
dents are thoroughly pre- 
pared. Attending the Ashta- 
bula County Joint Vocational 
School has numerous benefits. 
Among the largest is the 
"hands-on" training that all 
students receive in their per- 
spective field. For example, 
students enrolled in carpentry 
would not only learn the tech- 
niques and skills through lec- 
tures, but also prove their un- 
derstanding through actual 
construction of a given object. 
Another advantage that VO-ED 
students possess is the knowl- 
edge of basic machinery prior 
to arriving at the work site. 
Students actually train on 
equipment they will one day 
encounter in the career itself. 
Finally, VO-ED students are in- 



troduced to the professional- 
ism of their career. The teach- 
ers strive to express the self- 
confident attitude that each 
student should possess. 

Although the ACJVS is a 
separate entity from Harbor 
High, those Harbor students 
who attend the VO-ED remain 
active in the home-school ac- 
tivities presented throughout 
the school year. Many VO-ED 
students return to Harbor on 
Friday afternoons for pep-as- 
semblies. Mr. Stalker visits the 
VO-ED regularly throughout 
the year to keep the Harbor 
VO-ED students updated on 
home-school programs and ac- 
tivities such as prom, grad- 
night, and graduation. 

Students interested in the 
vocational education offered 
by the VO-ED should meet with 
either Mr. Stalker or Mr. Nappi 
in the guidance office in the 
middle of their sophomore 
year. Future students should 
be dedicated to hard work and 
rewarding success.
